‘To the north and only 
‘a short distance from the main shaft, is the 
mill building which has just been complet~ 
ed and ready for the machinery, most of 
which is on the ground. ‘The ground 
size of the Mill id 86x40 feet, with engino 
room 25x87, and rock shed 25x80 feet, and 
is built of the moat substantial character. 
The machinery for the mill, which is for 
20 stamps, was all made at the Foundries 
of Mesare, Jas. Walker, & Co., and of Mr, 
Chas, Martin, Belleville, and is of the most 
perfect description. There are two large 
vertical engines of 40 horge power eacb, to 
be supplied with steam trom a boiler Just 
completed by Mr. Chas Martin, and is said 
to be the largest now built in Belleville. 
The mull will contain one large Dunstan 
revolving furnace for roasting the ores. 
So much for the buildings and surround- 
ings ; now letus look for a moment at the 
Teading characteristics of the mines, 


The mines are on the great lodes first 
discovered on lot 6 in the 8th concession, 
and Which run nearly due north and south, 
and are now traced from lot 5 to the north 
line of lot 10, in tho same contession—a 
distance of about two miles and a half— 
the strongest out-crops of the veins being 
on lots 6, 9 and 10, in the 8th concession, 
These veins ore situated on the western 
base of a long range of syenetic hills, and 
are found in o dark, trap-like range of 
rocks with talc slate and micacrous forma- 
tion.
